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Ten-year After-school Program 
Ends at Greenbelt Elementary

Greenbelt Elementary School’s 
innovative after-school program 
will not be offered this year. 
Lack of funding has been given 
as the reason this ten-year-old 
program, as well as three other 
such programs in the county 
school system, have been 
dropped. The News Review has 
been unable to learn whether 
there has been any response to 
letters informing parents of this 
decision. 

Background 

During the 1988-89 school 
year Dr. John Van Schoonhoven, 
principal of Greenbelt Center EI- 
ementary School, began to hear 
from his teachers about their stu- 
dents’ fear of returning home at 
the end of the school day. These 
children (about 250) were bused 
in from the Washington Heights 
Community in Landover. When 
these children had first come to 
Center School, their community 
of subsidized housing was a 
quiet one. But with the arrival 
of drugs came crime and other 
problems. It was no longer a 
safe place for children to play. 
Children begged to stay at school 


or to go home with a teacher. 
Besides being fearful they were 
often angry, aggressive, tearful 
and apathetic. 

Van Schoonhoven called in 
psychological consultants to help 
design an eight-week in-service 
training program to help the staff 
develop strategies for dealing 
with the drug culture. 

To help the children, Van 
Schoonhoven met with County 
Executive Parris Glendening, 
School Superintendent John 
Murphy and county Police Chief 
John Flaherty as well as school 
system and private counselors. In 
January 1989 Glendening an- 
nounced that the county would 
establish a pilot after-school pro- 
gram at Center School and also 
in Glen Arden Woods Elementary 
School. 

To avoid singling out one seg- 
ment of the students, Center 
School decided to accept students 
from Greenbelt also, though the 
highest percentage would be from 
Washington Heights. With the 
help of school administrators, Van 
Schoonhoven drew up a program 
extending the school day from 3 
to 6 p.m. 


The program began April 3, 
1989. 

At the end of July, 1989, the 
Washington Post ran a front page, 
two-installment story about a six- 
year-old Center School! student 
who was living in a crack house 
in Washington Heights. 

Then in June, 1990, the Atlan- 
tic Monthly published a lengthy 
article titled “Growing Up 
Scared” by Karl Zinsmeister, 
which told about the many chil- 
dren who come home from 
school to a house with no adult 
in it. These children live in an 
unsafe environment and are often 
victims of violence, then many 
grow up to be violent, attacking 
other scared children producing a 
problem for society as a whole. 
Drawings for this article were 
made by children from an el- 
ementary school in Boston and by 
children from Greenbelt Center 
School. They show peopie being 
shot, scared children and a person 
in jail.

The program for the after 
school program was presented by 
the principal to the Office of

Fun and Education Mixed 
At City’s Summer Camps

“You never know what you 
can do until you T-R-Y,” was 
Gaye Houchins’ motto for this 
summer's Kinder Kamp. This 
preschool camp has been man- 
aged by Houchins for 11 years. 
Houchins, who is a mother of 
two, graduated from Prince 
George’s Community College 
with a degree in early childhood 
education and has taught pre- 
school for 15 years. “In preschool 
we're not allowed to say ‘I can't’ 
we have to try ... and then they 


{the children] try and they see 
that they can do it,” she said. 
Houchins’ camp for three to 
five year-olds was only one of 
eight the city of Greenbelt offered 
this summer. Other camps in- 
cluded Camp Pine Tree 1 and 2 
(for six to eight and nine to 14 
year-olds, respectively); and 
Kreative Kids Camp (for six to 
14 year-olds). Most camps ran in 
two-week sessions. Before and 
after care was also available.

CCRIC Vision for Metro 
Site Respects Natural Use

The effort to protect the for- 
ests and wetlands of Indian creek 
at the Greenbelt Metro station are 
beginning to pay off, and CCRIC 
(Citizens to Conserve and Re- 
store Indian Creek) is refining its 
vision for the site. . 

Metroland Developers, LLC, 
the group that has proposed to 
build a mall and mixed-use de- 
velopment on the 240 acres sur- 
rounding the Greenbelt Metro 
station told CCRIC that the Army 
Corps of Engineers would not al- 
low any impact on the braided 
stream area and wetlands, though 
no permit application has been 
filed and the Corps’s position is 
not yet official. 

. Max Azizi, regional planner 
for the State Highway Adminis- 
tration assured CCRIC that the 
expanded Capital Beltway inter- 
change at the Greenbelt Metro 
station would almost certainly re- 
quire an Environmental Impact 
Statement since federal funds 
would be involved and there 
would likely be significant envi- 
ronmental impacts. 

CCRIC representatives have 
met with County Councilman Pe- 
ter Shapiro, and Councilman Tom 
Hendershot invited us to meet 
with him and Audrey Scott, in 
whose district the site lies, to dis- 
cuss Indian creek land use on 
June 15. There are indications

The task now before CCRIC 
is to develop a strategy for pur- 
chasing or facilitating a land 
trust or public entity’s purchase 
of Indian Creek land from the 
developer and to continue dis- 
cussion of what citizens would 
like to see happen on the exist- 
ing Metro parking lot and the 
old gravel mine. Many people, 
from Metro employees to local 
citizens to public officials, be- 
lieve some development on the 
parking lot is reasonable and 
unavoidable. CCRIC encour- 
ages everyone interested to 
think creatively about what 
amenities for commuters could 
be placed on the parking lot to 
help encourage ridership and 
reduce car trips once commut- 
ers return home from work. 

Some possibilities are on-site 
day care that could take children 
out to the creek regularly, restau- 
rants overlooking the forest, and 
shops where people could do 
small errands without making ad- 
ditional stops.

A Time for Action 


This paper focuses on Greenbelt news and Greenbelt issues. 
We leave state and national matters up to the regional press. 
However, our kids are being shot at, and in one instance killed, 
by other kids who should not have access to guns. The most 
recent assault in Greenbelt took place last week at a bus stop 
when two youths were wounded by another youth. Such in- 
cidents are happening far too frequently because our nation has 
failed to adequately regulate the manufacture, ownership, and 
use of guns as is done in other countries. We need gun con- 
trol — much stronger control than that being proposed by any 
prominent elected official. There is no reason for Saturday 
night specials, Uzi’s, and other assault weapons, as well as 
sniper rifles that can down helicopters to be freely bought and 
sold and placed in the hands of kids and irrational adults. 

It’s been some time now, but gun control was once an is- 
sue brought before the city. The city council, wisely, we think, 
decided that it could not regulate the sale of guns under the 
open national environment that exists, Instead, a city-wide ref- 
erendum was held in which voters strongly supported gun con- 
trol at the national level. Unfortunately the city’s voice carried 


little weight with politicians. 


Our nation’s frontiers are gone. The west has been won. 
The battle that is now raging is between the lawless and the 
_law abiding. Unfortunately, the wrong side is armed, and mat- 
ters would only be worse if both sides were to be. Until our 
politicians act on behalf of the public interest in controlling 
guns, we can only wait for the time and place of the next trag- 
edy. What happened in Littleton, Colorado, and other commu- 
nities could happen here — or anywhere else in this country. 


Ants in Your Plants? 
Greenbelt Invaded

“Yes, .we've had many, many 
calls. recently about ants in the 
home, and it’s a tough drought- 
related problem.” said Valerie 
Canada, horticultural consultant 
for the Home and Garden Infor- 
mation Center of the University 
of Maryland Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service on August 17.. “The 
soil is dry at least three feet 
down, and. the ants are. coming 
inside. through any tiny. opening, 
looking for moisture.” Some ants 
are also “farming” hibiscus and 
other plants by protecting aphids 
on the plant. The aphids produce 
a “honey dew” substance which 
ants then carry back to nests for 
feeding their young. 

For in-home ant control, the 
Center advises using commercial 
ant bait traps which contain 
Fipronil and are available in most 
Stores. However, Canada advises, 
homeowners should be aware that 
it will take “a while” for the bait 
to work and that larger ants re- 
quire more traps than smaller 
ants. 

For carpenter ants, which are 
fairly large and produce visible 
sawdust, the Center advises call- 
ing professional pest control per- 
sonnel. Moist and rotting wood 
must be replaced and areas where 
water can enter should be 
caulked, Canada stressed, adding 
that firewood should always be 
kept away from the house. 

She also. stressed that 
homeowners should follow a 
manufacturer’s directions pre- 
cisely in using ant bait traps, and 
should apply all insecticides 
safely, avoiding excessive use and 
never spraying in kitchen areas or 
where there are pets or children.

There is 

much to be 
said about the 
drought and I 
will do so 
over a few columns. 
It dominates the garden scene 
and will into the foreseeable 
future. The unknown duration 
is actually one of the key fac- 
tors to bear in mind when 
planning on how to cope with 
the drought. A couple good 
soaking rains in the upcoming 
weeks could bring us back to 
moderate drought conditions. 
Or there could be a repeat of 
the last year - no rain until 
January. So when you pick 
which plants to water and try 
to keep alive remember that 
they may need you to water 
them for months. 

The birds, animals, and in- 
sects that live in our yards and 
nearby parks need our help in 
getting enough water, The 
streams and springs are drying 
up. The little patches of rain- 
water that they usually use are 
not there. Make a commitment 
to place water in a shallow con- 
tainer so that the wildlife in your 
yard can survive. Whether it is 
a bird bath or a pan of water on 
the ground it will make a big 
difference in whether wildlife 
survives in the weeks in which 
there is little or no rain. Even 
the occasional moderate rain 
storm that we have been having 
is not supplying enough water 
for their needs. 

Make sure there is constantly 
water in the container. . Change it 
at least once every several days 
to avoid the mosquitoes breeding 
in the water. And put a stick or 
two in the larger containers so 
that if insects fall into the water 
they can crawl back out and not 
drown. 

We usually do not think of it 
but birds, insects, and animals 





remember seeing woodpeckers 
and other birds climb up and 
down the trees eating bugs from 
under the bark. I have seen 
wasps fly into the lettuce patch 
and carry off young slugs to eat. 
Now in this time of water crisis 
is the time to help the creatures 
that live and work in the garden. 

Prepare yourself to see some 
plants die from the drought. 
Plants that were already old, sick, 
or too-stressed out from last 
year’s drought will die. ' Often 
the plant may not even look too 
bad, but is already stressed in 
ways that are not readily appar- 
ent. I remember an oak tree in 


the nearby*common area was 
covered with gypsy moths when 
we had a couple bad years of 
them in the early 1990’s. Several 
years later it had to be chopped 
down and turned out to be rotten 
inside.

The Gravel Mine 

The A.H. Smith gravel mine 
at the southern end of the site 
adjacent to Greenbelt Road 
poses the greatest quandary. 
CCRIC’s first goal is to protect 
the large existing flood plain 
forest and the healthy creek, 
and the second goal is to re- 
verse the damage done to the 
ecosystem by the gravel mine. 
Over decades, earth-moving 
machinery has built up the 
creek banks so that the original 
flood plain has been diminished 
and unknown acres of wetlands 
filled. The health of the 
Anacostia River and its human 
communities depend not only 
on preserving what’s left of the 
watershed’s healthy waters, but 
on restoring degraded areas to 
ecological integrity. 

Respect for History and 

Nature 

The Smith site is zoned in- 
dustrial and almost nothing 
would stop the landowners from 
putting up big box retail if their 
plans for building mixed-use 
commercial and residential 
buildings on the mine are 
thwarted. But why not make 
the site a landmark of respect 
and reciprocity for the natural 
and human communities the 
mine has dominated for de- 
cades? The devastated land 
could become the centerpiece of 
the Anacostia Trails Heritage 
Area (ATHA) and bring terrific 
educational opportunities and 
cascading economic benefits to 
the surrounding communities. 
A Metro-accessible nature cen- 
ter serving urban and suburban 
children and nearby institutions, 
including the University of 
Maryland, could showcase a 
wetland restoration ecology 
laboratory. 

What’s the Best Use? 

Metro wants to develop its 
land to the “highest and best 
use” and get rid of excess land- 
holdings. The Smith Co. is 
ready to close its mining opera- 
tion and make money a differ- 
ent way from its land. The 
community should have a say 
in whether that automatically 
means yet another mall or a 
creative alternative land use that 
protects both the environment 
and the quality of life for the 
communities. 


Don’t Kvetch, Use 
Vetch Says USDA 


Despite soil-parching drought, 
green sweet-corn plants tower six 
feet above protective organic 
mulch in a _ cornfield in 
Beltsville. Nearby, corn planted 
in bare. soil won’t be worth har- 
vesting. Both fields are at the 
Beltsville (Md.) Agricultural Re- 
search Center (BARC), part of 
the Agricultural Research Ser- 
vice, USDA’s chief scientific 
agency. 

Key to sustaining the corn 
through the drought is hairy 
vetch, a legume grown as a 
cover crop. The vetch — killed 
before researchers planted the 
corn — forms a-dense mat. It 
helps rain or irrigation water 
seep in rather than flow across 
fields and erode the soil. The 
mulch also slows evaporation 
and supplies natural nitrogen fer- 
tilizer. 

The 7,000-acre BARC now 
uses hairy vetch to grow much 
of the corn needed for its live- 
stock. The researchers have al- 
ready developed vetch systems

Drug Education of the Prince 
George’s County school sys- 
tem, which then administered 
it. They paid staff salaries, 
provided supplies and under- 
wrote busing costs. (Only 
Washington Heights -children 
were bused. Greenbelt parents 
had to pick up their children.) 
It cost between $150,000 - 
$170,000 to administer the’ pro- 
gram. Through Glendening’s 
efforts special funding came 
from the Casey Foundation 
(later known as the Commis- 
sion for Families). The pri- 
mary goal of the Commission 
was to provide a unified pro- 
gram of service for families in 
three projects through zip 
codes of areas needing help, 
two of which were in the 
County, Washington Heights 
and Glen Arden. This funding 
eventually ran out. 

Funding came from other 
sources including the Board of 
Education and Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission (M-NCPPC). 

While the program was free 
in the beginning, later it be- 
came necessary to charge a low 
yearly fee. This past year the 
fee was extended to include 
four low payments, one for 
each of four marking periods. 
However, this change brought 
about a drop in the number of 
children enrolled from Wash- 
ington Heights and those with 
larger families. By now the old 
Center School’s staff, students 
and program had moved to -its 
new location renamed Green- 
belt Elementary School. 

Program 

From the beginning the pro- 
gram was geared away from 
baby sitting. It was planned to 
be an enrichment program, with 
special emphasis on drug educa- 
tion, counseling, and crisis man- 
agement. It was to be a safe 
place for children to be. 

Science, math and computer 
projects were planned as well as 
special programs in the arts. 
Learning was integrated into ac- 
tivities that were fun. Clubs on 
Fridays introduced children to 
arts and crafts, sports, cooking, 
cheerleading, dancing and other 
activities. 

Help with homework was 
given daily. Statistics showed 
that more of the students made 
the honor roll than had made it 
before. 

There were also field trips, ice 
skating, roller skating, bowling, 
to the pumpkin patch, etc. There 
were basketball and volleyball 
games, walks to the lake and, 
while in Center School, swim- 
ming at Greenbelt pool. 

As money became more 
scarce, field trips were less fre- 
quent. However, the program 


continued to include the basic | 


components set out in the begin- 
ning of the program.

served for field trips, “Kinder 
Kampers” spent Mondays and 
Fridays in the Greenbelt Nurs- 
ery School and Kindergarten’s 
facilities inside the Community 
Center, and Tuesday and Thurs- 
day mornings at the Greenbelt 
Aquatic and Fitness Center’s 
pool. 

All the camps were eager to 
provide age appropriate activi- 
ties for children and teens. 
Thus, contrary to the camps for 
school-age children, Houchins 
organized Kinder Kamp around 
a liberal schedule. Houchins 
“went with the flow” and 
sometimes ignored her calendar 
to accommodate the 
preschoolers’ needs. For ex- 
ample, when Kinder Kamp was 
planning an activity some of 
the children were not ready for 
— such as a visit to the 
Greenbelt Adult Care Center — 
Houchins’ staff members or 
volunteers would offer an alter- 
native for these children. 

Houchins’ goal was to pro- 
vide fun and stimulating activi- 
ties for her preschoolers. 
Through “theme days,” she en- 
couraged the children’s imagi- 
native play. On “Pirate Day,” 
for example, the children 
looked for treasures buried 
within a sandbox. The little 
“pirates” further conducted a 
chemistry project: their super- 
visors showed them how to 
erupt “volcanos” out of sand, 
baking soda, and vinegar. 

During theme days, every- 
one dressed up. On “Pajama 
Day,” children and teachers at- 
tended camp in — you guessed 
it —— their pajamas. After all, 
preparing and eating pancakes 
is double the fun when one is 
dressed accordingly... 

Simple cooking projects like 
the one on Pajama Day were 
among the children’s favorite 
activities, said Houchins. Not 
surprisingly, so were field trips. 


Houchins’ group took field trips 
to parks in the Washington D.C. 
suburban area, such as Wheaton 
and Watkins Regional Parks. 
“We ride the train and the car- 
ousel [in the Park] which is al- 
ways very nice,” said Houchins 
whose other field trips included 
visits to Chuck E Cheese’s in 
Laurel; and the Greenbelt Fire 
Station. 

Camp Pine Tree 

As the children’s age in- 
creases, the camps’ program be- 
came more complex. Camp Pine 
Tree 1 and 2, and Kreative Kids 
Camp organized activities on a 
daily schedule, and provided 
more elaborate field trips. Camp 
Pine Tree I and 2, managed by 
Buddy Humphreys and Scott 
Lubey, respectively, offered a 
Special one week session at the 
end of the summer of five con- 
secutive field trips. These trips 
included visits to King’s Domin- 
ion in Virginia, Hershey Park in 
Pennsylvania, and Six Flags 
America im Maryland. 

Ordinarily, however, Camp 
Pine Tree offered weekly field 
trips. This camp met at the 
Greenbelt Youth Center and fo- 
cused on sports oriented activi- 
ties — such as swimming — in 
its 32nd consecutive summer. 
Although they specialized in 
physical activities, Humphreys 
and Lubey included arts and 
crafts in their repertoire. 

Kreative Kids Camp 

Students mainly interested in 
the arts, however, participated 
in Kreative Kids Camp which 
was offered in its 10th year. The 
camp was managed by Elizabeth 
Lundberg Morisette and met in- 
side the Community Center. 
Educational excursions were 
part of Morisette’s weekly field 
trips. For instance, Morisette 
took a group of students to the 
Eastern Shore’s Wye Island to 
plant grass as part of a Save the 
Chesapeake Foundation project. 

The regular curriculum con- 
centrated on ceramics, visual 
arts, creative writing, dance, 
drama, and music. School 1n-
